MAKER BECOMES WINDY. 


JOHANNESBUBO. South Africa, Feb. 
(Copyrighted by the Associated Press) 
-Last night a dynamite explosion in 


the suburban town of Viedendorp, prob 
ably the most disastrous on record in 
anv point in the world, by which thous- 
ands of people were rendered homeless 
occurred. 
About one hundred were 


killed and two or three hundred men, 
women and 
children 
were severely 


wounded and many others more or less 
injured. 
Viedendorp is a railway junc- 


tion to transfer for the mining districts. 
The town is made up of the poorer 
classes of.whites and Malays, Kaffirs and 
Chinamen employed about the place. In 
the railroad yards, ready to be switched 
to the mines, stood eight trucks loaded 
with dynamite. As the evening ap 
proacbed all this stuff exploded, tearing 
a hole in the ground two hundred feet 
long, eighty feet wide and thirty feet 
deep. The earth for miles around was 
convulsed as if by an earthquake; houses 
rocked und fell; masses of iron, earth, 
stone, wood and human remains were 
hurled skyward. Windows in almost 
every house 
in Johannesburg were 


broken, and the people were blown 
through the air like straws before the 
wind. Whole neighborhoods were liter- 
ally torn to pieces. Almost everything 
within a half-mile was razed to the 
ground. 
All about were blackened 


shapes of human remains, limbs, heads, 
trunks, scorched and torn. The victims 
were mostly Malays, Kaffirs and China- 
men, 
with a number of white people, 


including six girls who are among the 
victims. In a short time after the ex- 
plosion forty dead were picked up, to- 
gether 
with 
two hundred severely 


wounded, who with hundreds of others 
leas dangerously hurt were taken to 
places whore they might be cared for. 


Thousands were rendered homeless 


and are a charge on the charitable. Every 
physician in Johannesburg is assisting in 
the care of the wounded. The Wanders 
club's gaily decorated club rooms are 
being used as a mortuary chamber. In 
it are horribli) lines of memberless, 
blackened trunks, rows of charred arms 
and legp, crushed and bu-ned heads, 
halves of feet and pieces of flesh tied up 
in balls. Around the club room and 
scene of the explosion are senn moat bar 
rowing scenes. Fathers looking for chil- 
dren, wives staring blaakly at what

rs in any effort that may be made to 
o unite all our friends in supporting 
lie democratic organization in Ken- 
ucky and maintaining sound demo- 
ratic principles and policies, as de- 
laretl by the constituted authorities

Mr. McDonald pre 
dieted that in thirty-two years more 
there would be lodges in every quarter 
of the civilized globe and that the prin- 
ciples of the order—friendship, charity 
and benevolence—would de so generally 
recognized that there would bn no more 
oppression or tyranny in the world. The 
address was received with general ap- 
plause.

There is no more interesting sight in 


the cab of the locomotive on the road 
than that of the fireman who, with * 
large scoop shovel, feeds the ravenous 
maw of the fire box with coal, A chain 
is hooked to the furnace door, and when 
the fireman slides a scoopful of coal ( 
over the iron floor plates to the door he 
pulls the chain, the door opens, the coal 
is dumped into the fire box and the 
door is slammed ehut at once, for no 
fireman likes to let cold air enter his 
fire box over the fire. The careful fire- 
man does his work on the principle 
tbat slow combustion is tbe nearest to 
perfection because.it makes clsss clink- 
ers and saves fuel and labsr in cleaning. 
He keeps hia fire bright aad has no 
"cold" corners, and keeps hia fire evan so 
fur as thickness of burning coal is con- 
cerned. 
When he is not busy with bis 


fire he is watching tbe smoke stack of 
his engine, for according to the quantity 
and-color of the smoke be can determine 
the condition of the fire without open- 
ing the door and allowtag a quantity of 
cold air to enter.

One of the most wonderful diecoveriea 


in science that have been made within 
the last year or two is the (act that a 
beam of light produces sound. A beam 
ot sunlight ie throw n through a lene on 
a glass vessel that contains lampblack, 
colored silk or worsted or otlier sub- 
stances, says a writer in 
Pearson's 


Weekly. A disk having slits or open- 
ings cut in it is made to revolve swiftly 
in this beam of light so as to cut it up, 
thus miking alternate flashes ol light 
and shauow. 


On putting the ear to the glass vessel 


strange Bounds are beard so long as the 
flashing beam is falling on tha vessel. 
Recently a more wonderful discovery 
hue been made. A beam of sunlight is 
caused to pass through a prism so as to 
produce what is called the solar spec- 
trum, or rainbow. The disk is turned 
and the colored light of the rainbow is 
made to break through it. 


Now place the ear to the vessel con- 


taining the silk, wool or other material. 
As the colored lights of the spectrum 
fall upon it sounds will ba given by dif- 
ferent parts of the spectrum and there 
will be silence in other parts. 


For instance, if the vessel contains red 


worsted and the green light flashed up- 
ou it loud Bounds will be given. Only 
feeble sounds will be heard if the red 
and blue parts of the rainbow fall upon 
the Teasel, and other colors make no 
sound at all. Green situ gives sounds 
best in red light. 


Every kind of material gives more or 


less sound in different colors and utters 
no sound in others.

IT PREVENTS PITTING. 


Ked Light la m Good Thlnf la the> Treat- 


ment of Hnurilpo*. 


It is well known that red light pos- 


sesses some peculiar property which 
annuls tbe chemical effect produced 
by other hues composing the solar 
spectrum. A red light u used in photo- 
graphic clurk rooms because its rays 
do not affect tbe sensitive plate in tbe 
process.of developing.- Some time ago 
it was suggested that the pits whicli 
appear on the face after a severe attack 
of «mnllpox mtgiitbe due to the action 
of the sunlight. With a view to testing 
this theory the windows, of the rooms 
in which "the patients were confined 
•,VL-re shaded by orange-colored cur- 
tains. 


The results were not very satisfac- 


tory, posbibly because the. c>cpcrimcot 
mas bunglinply done. The idea was 
not given up, howe.er, and lately some 
tcsti haie been made with r«l light, 
v. Inch, has ft greater power than orange 
li-fiit to exclude the sun's rays. The 
light was tried on several unvaccinated 
children suffering from smallpox in a 
r.unr.an hospital, and the Disease im- 
mediately took a favorable turn. Al- 
though the pits appeared, they did not 
break, and finally disappeared, leaving 
the skin perfectly smooth. There was 
uu secondary fever. 


According to Dr. Feilberg, who con- 


<l«cted this tost, the essential point 
for the success of this treatment i» 
that it should be begun during the 
early stages of the diaeaae, shortly 
after the pita, or vesicles, have ap- 
pearcd. 
If the seventh dny has been 


reached it is hardly possible to pre- 
vent the pita from breaking, and hence 
becoming permanent Another impor- 
tant point is that the exclusion of tbe 
chemical rays of daylight, must be com 
plete and continued until the vesicles 


ve quite dried np.—N. Y. World. 


BIRO WITH A HORN. 


This Ornithological Curiosity Can 


Found Only in Africa.
